3. MBAGO REITERATED TANGOV OPPOSITION TO ENTRY U.S. NAVAL 
TASK FORCE INTO INDIAN OCEAN OUTLINED TANGOV STATEMENT ISSUED 
OCTOBER 30, (DAR 3630). WHEN QUERIED WHY TANGOV DOES NOT ALSO 
PROTEST PRESENCE UK, FRENCH OR USSR NAVAL VESSELS IN INDIAN 
OCEAN, MBAGO REPLIED TANGOV HAS MADE ITS OPPOSITION TO PRESENCE 
FRENCH NAVAL VESSELS IN INDIAN OCEAN CLEAR TO FRENCH AND AT 
OTTAWA COMMONWEALTH CONFERENCE SIMILARLY PROTESTED VISITS OF UK 
NAVAL VESSELS INDIAN OCEAN AND, IN PARTICULAR, CALLS AT SOUTH 
AFRICAN PORTS. TANGOV UNAWARE, HOWEVER, EXTENT USSR NAVAL FORCE 
IN INDIAN OCEAN. REALIZE SOMALIA RECEIVES MILITARY EQUIPMENT 
FROM USSR AND THAT RUSSIAN SOLDIERS ARE IN SOMALIA TRAINING 
SOMALIS, BUT TANGOV HAS NO INFORMATION ON USSR NAVAL FORCES

U.S. HAS CONTRIBUTED TO TRAINING OF PORTUGUESE MILITARY WHO 
THEN GO AND FIGHT IN MOZAMBIQUE. U.S. PAYS FOR ITS MILITARY 
BASE IN AZORES WHICH PERMITS PORTUGAL TO RELEASE FUNDS TO 
SUPPORT ITS AFRICAN WARS. U.S. BROKE U.N. SANCTION AGAINST 
IMPORT OF CHROME FROM RHODESIA. U.S. PERMITS LARGE INVESTMENTS 
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IN BUSINESSES IN SOUTH AFRICA WHERE BLACKS PAID LESS THAN WHITES 
FOR SAME WORK. HENCE, U.S. IN FACT SUPPORTING APARTHEID. 

TANGOV KNOWS U.S. TROOPS NOT IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. BUT U.S. 

IN MANY WAYS IS IN FACT SUPPORTING REGIMES THERE. THUS 
PERHAPS SENSIBLE TO HAVE NAVAL FORCE IN INDIAN OCEAN FROM 
COUNTRY WHICH SHARES TANGOV OPPOSITION TO MINORITY REGIMES IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA TO COUNTER NAVAL FORCES FROM COUNTRIES WHICH 
SUPPORT THOSE REGIMES. 
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4. IN RESPONSE, MBAGO REMINDED THAT U.S. PLAYED IMPORTANT ROLE 
IN ASSISTING AFRICAN COUNTRIES TO INDEPENDENCE, OFTEN ANTAGON- 
IZING OLD FRIENDS AND ALLIES, UK AND FRANCE. NEARLY ALL AFRICAN 
COUNTRIES ACHIEVED INDEPENDENCE WITHOUT BLOODSHED. U.S. 

PRESSURE ON UK AND FRANCE IN NO SMALL PART HELPED ACHIEVE THAT 
RESULT. MANY ARGUE TODAY SIMILAR PRESSURE ON PORTUGAL, FOR 
EXAMPLE, CAN ACHIEVE SAME RESULT WHICH IN BEST INTEREST ALL 
INVOLVED. ON RHODESIA CHROME ISSUE, ADMINISTRATION OF PRESIDENT 
NIXON IS SEEKING REPEAL BYRD AMENDMENT WHICH PERMITS IMPORT 
RHODESIAN CHROME. FINALLY, U.S. GOVERNMENT HAS VERY LITTLE 
INFLUENCE ON WHERE U.S. BUSINESSES MAKE INVESTMENTS OVERSEAS. 
NEVERTHELESS, AS PROPORTION, U.S. PRIVATE INVESTMENT IN AFRICA 
NORTH OF ZAMBEZI GOING UP RAPIDLY WHILE THAT IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA IS NOT. ALSO THERE CURRENT PROPOSAL IN CONGRESS WHICH 
WOULD REQUIRE EQUAL PAY FOR EQUAL WORK IN AMERICAN FACTORIES 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. SOME AMERICAN FIRMS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA 
HAVE ALREADY ADOPTED SUCH PRACTICES. FINALLY, FAILURE OF 
TANGOV TO CONDEMN USSR PRESENCE IN INDIAN OCEAN, AS WELL AS 
U.S., IS NOT FOLLOWING, IN OUR VIEW, POLICY OF NON-ALIGNMENT. 

5. IN REBUTTAL MBAGO EMPHASIZED THAT TANGOV STATEMENT OF 
OPPOSITION TO ENTRY U.S. NAVAL FORCES INTO INDIAN OCEAN MAKES 
CLEAR THAT TANGOV IS AS OPPOSED TO USSR NAVAL VESSELS IN 
INDIAN OCEAN AS IT IS TO NAVAL VESSELS OF U.S. (FYI. EMBASSY 
HAS LEARNED THE CANADIANS ALSO RAISED TANGOV STATEMENT ON 
INDIAN OCEAN WITH MBAGO YESTERDAY AND MBAGO REITERATED TANGOV 
OPPOSITION TO SUPERPOWER PRESENCE IN INDIAN OCEAN AND STRESSED 
POSSIBILITY OF CONFRONTATION. END FYI.)
